NO PESSIMISTS AT THE

The rime Minister granted an interview to 4 
Press Association representative on Saturday. 
Asked about the impressions he brought away 
from his recent .visit to the Armies im France, 
he said :— | 

I saw General Foch, Sir Douglas Haig, Gene-

General Rawlinson, and other officers of the 
Higher Command, and they were all very con- 
fident. 1 also saw a very Jarge number of regi- 
mental officers and soldiers who had actually 
been in the fighting line during the last six 
weeks of very strenvous work, and their con- 
fidence clso was amazing. Í met no pecifists and 
no pessimists among them.
